If the very plain-spoken bill introduced by Mr.

THE WOMEN’S CRUSADE AND THE FPEO- 
PLE’S PARTY. 

The church-women moved on the Common 
Council last night in the line of battle already 
announced, and with resulte no better nor wors, 
than might have been expected. They did not 
achieve a victory, for their purpose was to defeat 
the new Sunday ordinance, which was passed in 
spite of their prayerful petition and their earnest 
demeanor, They did not suffer a compiete rout, 
because they returned to their assembly-place 
and resolved to go on with their work with re- 
newed: vigor. Our. local columms present a 
panorama of the scenes incident to the move- 
ment, which are altogether unique in a large city 
like Chicago. 

During the day, various meetings were held 
by the ministers of several Evangelical churches, 
in which open sympathy was expressed with 
the work undértaken by the women, 
though there was nothing like an approval of 
thé Ohio crusade, or a disposition to advise its 
adoption here. About 200 of the women who 
assembled at Methodist Church Block yes- 
terday afternoon proceeded to the Common 
Council Chamber as early as 6 o’clock, and there 
patiently awaited the hour of meeting,—quict, 
self-possessed, unsensational, and conscions of 
good inventions.

Of 
these, all but Dawes are pronounced ‘anti- Butler 
men. The Boston correspondent of the Spring- 
field Republican says that the causes which 
defeated Dawes last year, plus his singular 
silence during. the Simmons. squabble 
will defeat. him pow. He could ill be spared 
from the House, though it would be s gain to 
the country if his transfer to the Senate should 
free him from his unfortunate subserviency to 
the politician of the evil eye. He cannot but 
feel that ne is now out of place in the leading 
strings of that demagogue. Apparently the one 
thing lacking to make him a statesman is manly 
independence. A geat in the Senate might give 
him this, or something that would pass for it. 
The Republican thinks that Pierce’s support will 
be absorbed by Judge Hoar. It is argued against 
the latter that he would enter the Senate 
with bitter feelings against the men who 
kept him off the Supreme Bench, and would 
thus be prevanted from heartily co-operating with 
the party. He is a scholar, a gentleman, and a 
moderately independent map. The State might 
go farther and fare worse. John E. Sanford is 
a young man, which is a strong point in his favor. 
There is need ot young blood in the Benate. He 
is a pronounced foeto Butler, which ia prima 
Sacie proof of honesty. He is better known than 
Sumner was when Massachiusetts asked: “ Who 
is the new Senator, anyhow ?” The two Ad- 
amses need no encomium. Both havea nation-

Both are original thinkers. Both are of that 
high type of culture which has made Massachu- 
setts the only State to give ite name to a school 
of thought. Probably neither of them is sub- 
servient enough to party ties to be an available 
candidate. The elder Adams and ex-President 
Woolsey are the ablest international jurists in 
the country, The younger has the advantage of 
being’the younger. If he were elected to the 
Senate now, his career there might be as long 
and as honorable as that of either of his pre-
